tile m anifestations against the Argen­ 
tine repu blic. 


Seattle, Ju ly 13.—With a reception 
to the officers, delegates and v isitors 
to the cou ncil, the six th triennial ses­ 
sion of the National Cou ncil of Women 
will begin here this ev ening. 
The 
three day s’ bu siness sessions of the 
cou ncil will begin tomorrow morning 
and close on the ev ening of Ju ly 16 . 
The cou ncil is composed of twenty - 
two national organizations, represent­ 
ing as many phases of thou ght and 
activ ity , su ch as the National W oman’s 
Su ffrage 
association, 
the 
National 
W oman’s 
Relief 
society , 
National 
W oman’s Relief corps, the Univ ersal 
Peace u nion, the Cou ncil of Jewish 
Women, the Ladies of the Grand Army 
of the Repu blic, etc. 
There are also 
nine local cou ncils, consisting of more 
than 200 federated societies. 
In all 
more than 3,000,000 women are repre­ 
sented. The cou ncil was organized in 
18 8 8 with Frances E. W illard as pres­ 
ident and Su san B. Anthony as v ice 
president at large. 
It represents or­ 
ganized effort along the lines of edu ­ 
cation. indu stry and philanthropy , as 
well as moral and gov ernment reform. 
Among the su bjects to be discu ssed 
a t the present meeting are the fol­ 
lowing: Modern methods of child sav ­ 
ing, peace and arbitration, woman’s 
progress in edu cation, political equ al­ 
ity , div orce reform, laws concerning 
dom estic relations and legal statu s of 
women and children.

This.action was taken by Secretary 
Nagel as the resu lt of an in v estigation 
in to the “efficien cy record” of the em­ 
ploy es in his departmen t. The redu c­ 
tion s were made, it is stated, becau se 
the employ es were fou n d to hav e 
“loafed on the job,” while those al­ 
lowed to resign were fou n d to be In ­ 
efficien t. 
The secretary 's determin ation to in ­ 
ject n ew life in to the work of his de­ 
partmen t prompted this radical step. 
Fu rther chan ges are to be made, it 
was in timated, as soon as Secretary 
Nagel completes his ex amin ation of 
the efficien cy report. 
Man y of the 
clerks will receiv e promotion s. 
Believ in g there was con siderable 
“dead timber” in his departmen t, Sec­ 
retary Nagel abou t six weeks ago in ­ 
stitu ted a searchin g in v estigation . He 
directed the v ariou s bu reau chiefs to 
prepare for him a bon a fide report 
u pon the efficien cy record of the em­ 
ploy es u n der their ju risdiction from 
the highest salaried clerks down to 
messen gers. As a resu lt of these re­ 
ports it was fou n d that abou t 9 or 10 
per cen t of the clerks were fou n d to 
be deficien t to a greater or lesser ex ­ 
ten t. A stran ge featu re of the matter 
is that sin ce the reports were made the 
efficien cy record of the employ es in 
the departmen t has in creased abou t 30 
per cen t. 


LAKE STEAMERS COLLIDE 


The John B. Cowle Lost With Four­ 
teen of Her Crew. 
The steel steamers John B. Cowle an d 
Isaac M. Scott were in collision in 
Lake Su perior, abou t a mile an d a half 
off Whitefish Poin t lighthou se. Three 
min u tes later the Cowle san k to the 
bottom in fifty fathoms of water, car­ 
ry in g with her fou rteen members of 
her crew. 
The Scott, althou gh badly 
damaged abou t the bows, pu t back to 
this port, where she arriv ed with part 
of the crew of the Cowle. 
A heav y fog was respon sible for the 
collision . 
The Scott, a n ew boat on 
her maiden trip to the head of the 
lakes, had ju st passed the light at 
Whitefish Poin t an d straighten ed ou t 
her cou rse u p the lake, when su dden ly 
the John B. Cowle loomed u p throu gh 
the fog, broadside on to the Scott‘an d 
on ly a few feet away . The Cowle was 
down bou n d with 8,000 ton s of iron ore 
In the hold. 
The ships were so close that it was 
impossible to av oid a collision , an d 
the Scott crashed in to the side of the 
heav ily laden Cowle. For fifteen feet 
the bow of the Scott pen etrated the 
side of the Cowle. 
Ton s of water 
ru shed in to the great open in g, an d In 
three min u tes the Cowle had settled 
to the bottom of Lake Su perior. 
Im­ 
mediately after the collision a lin e was 
throwm from the deck of the Scott to 
the forward deck of the Cowle an d 
sev eral members of the crew escaped 
to the deck of the Scott in this man ­ 
n er.
